Battle Shifts Southward — 


As Hsuchow Area Cleared 
CABINET SHAKE-UP? 


Nanking, Novembor 25. 

The official Central News Agency said today that Nationalist 
troops have recaptured Suhsien, key rail town 45 miles South 
of Hsuchow, and have cleared the Communists from a 20-mile 
arc to the South East. 


The report said major fighting has now shifted Southward and a big battle 
is raging on a 30-mile front between Suhsien and Linpi, East of the 
Nanking-Hsuchow Railway. 

It is not cloar if the recapture of Suhsien had reopened railway traffic along 
the 200-mile section between Nanking and Hsuchow. 


The report did not mention 
whether the Nationalists had 
recaptured the Communist-held 
tracks North of, Suhsien. 


Reports from Tlentsin say that 
{he Natlonalist transport authori- 
ties today ordered the requisition- 
ing of all vessels in Tlentsin und 
Tangku, for the evacuation of 
troops anqd military supplies from 
the North Eastern Hopel port of 
Chinwangtao, which, together 
with the Ghent Hall pass of Shan- 
huikuan, have been Isolated on 
lund for some weeks. 

Whether the latest development 
means the total . abandonment of 
the well-known port Is still not 
clear, but such a possibility is not 
unlikely, In view of the Govern- 
ment's present strategy of shorten~' 
ing Its supply lines and withdruw- 
ing from remote centres which 
can only be retained by a virtual 
forces,

In the mean- 
time there js not o projector in 
the whole of Japan which js not 
working at fever heat, nor a 
einem which Is not crammed to 
the doors, to the prejudice of 
sufety and hygiene, for about 
five or six performances daily. 
Nothing of value can be deduced 
from this’as the Japanese have 
been chronic “clnemaniacs" for 
decades.

A JitUe more than a week 
ago the Empire was rejoicing 
at the birth of a Prince to 
H.R.H, Princess Elizabeth. 
Today all) peoples of the 
Commonwealth are deeply 
concerned by the disturbing 
news regarding the health of 
His Majesty, who has been 
compecled to cancel all public 
engagements for several 
months, including, to the 
acute disappointment of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, the 
Royal Tour which was plan- 
ned for early next year, No 
sause for real anxiety is 
roused by, the official state. 
ment. It is nonetheless made 
clear that the strain of the 
war years and the exacting 
duties devolving upon His 
Majesty since he was called 
upon to succeed the Duke ‘of 
Windsor, have taken’ a heavy 
toll of his health, As "The 
Times” remarks, the revela- 
tion will sadden the thoughts 
of British people throughout 
the world, for in sorrow as 
in joy the private fortunes | 
of the Royal Family are felt 
to be the personal concern 
of all families within the al- 
lepiance of the Crown. The 
physical strain imposed by 
the” professional “routine “of 
modern kingship is seldom 
fully aporeciated. On King 
Georjte VI the physical has 
always been more — than 
matched by the nervous 
strain, He ascended the 
Throne in a year of crisis. 
During the dark days of the 
war, when the survival of 
the British Isles was at stake, 
the King's anxieties for the 
whole nation were indeed 
great and: the King had to 
bear them in his capacity as 
supreme _ representative.

The Japanese wrote them off-long ago with a “What 
could you expect?” shrug of the shoulders. 


So far as teaching the 
Japanese a lesson is concerned, 
the long expensive trinl was 
almost a waste. of money. 


‘The Jnpanese man in.the street |. 


from the very, first expected his 
war lenders to be shot by the 
victors. In his mind, a court 
martial and a quick firing squad 
would hnve served just as 
well. 


Few Jupanese really understood 
the long legal procedure of West- 
ern courts, and most Japanese 
intellectuals admit that Japan's 
masses failed to draw a moral 
from the trial. 


But this does not mean that the 
Japanese are going to rush to 
war nguln’ soon. They coukin’t 
if they wanted to, for General 
MacArthur has completely | de- 
militarised this nnation—what ts 
left of it, that fs. 


Ono Lesson 


The Japanese did learn one 
feason, and they learned It the 
hard way. 

Long after the Japanese masses 
have forgotten the International 
Military Tribunal for the Far 
Enst, they will be able vividly to 
picture in their minds such things 
as exploding atomle bombs, hun- 
dreds of death-dealing B-20's and 
rites Inid waste from end to end. 

Japanese willing to speak their 
minds admit that the Japanese 
masses In pre-war days hal a 
more warlike spirit than other 
‘little men’ ‘in other countries. 
But most of that has been knock- 
ed out of them, 

As one Japanese put Jt: “The 
Jnpanese were so far behind fhe 
rest of the world that they could 
not comprehend a Western trial 
and Western justice. They only 
understood the kind of hard 
blows that sergeants in the army 
give privates. Defent in war was 
that kind of blow to the Japancse 
masses,” 

From watching and talking to 
Tojs. and some of the others, I 
am convineed that the defendants 


never believed they were guilty 
of even the slightest wrong-do- 
Ing. : 


Fatolist Attitudo 


Like the man In tho street. 
they adopted the traditional 
Japanese “What can you do?” 
attitude of helpleassneas In the 
face of a tight situation, 

So far us is know, none of the 
seven who will hang have Ieft 
wills, They have shown n com- 
picte resignation to denth, It is 
doubtful if any had any hopes 
that General MacArthur would 
mitigate thelr sentences, 

To the end, Tojo has been wilt- 
ing to necept full responsibility 
for the war.’ The average Japan- 
exe is willing to grant him-that 
privilege and then to forget him. 
If any Japanese remember Tojo, 
it probably will be ugh bitterness 
for the man whn could not finish 
what he started.—United Press.
